Turkish question. The report is character- 
ized as ‘‘pure fiction.’’ It is pointed out that 
Mustapha Bey did not make a call on Sec- 
retary Olney on the day on which he is al- 
leged to have signified tc the Secretary of 
State the deep displeasure of the Sultan. 

It is probably true that the Government 
of Turkey was far from pleased at what Mr. 
Cleveland. had to say concerning Turkey, 
but the rules of international law on this 
point arc now #0 well settled that it is re- 
garded as altogether improbable that official 
attention should be paid to the communica- 
tions from the Executive to Congress on 
domestic matters with which other nations 
have no concern. 

Wharton on international law is clear on 
this point, which arose in a famous case 
between Austria and the United States, in 
which it was clearly manifest tha: AuSria 
could mot notice references to Hungary 
made in a Presidential message. 

The Turkish Minister when seen authoris- 
ed the Amsociated Press to state that he had 
received no instructions from his Govern- 
ment touching the President's message, that

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EDWARD MARTIN 
PASSES AWAY. 


FALL FROM A CAR THOUGHT TO 
HAVE CAUSED HIS DEATH.

The Dead Man Was One of the Largest . 


- Men in St. Louis, Physically 
and Financially. 


Edward Martin, one of the mort prominent 
of the older generation of St. Louis citizens, 


3411 Pine street. 

Mr. Martin was for twenty years a con- 
spicuous figure in St. Louis, business and 
financial circles. He was apparently in the 


Since the latter part of August he had been 
failing rapidly. .At the time of his death 
his mental faculties had failed him and he 
had been unconscious for nearly a week. 

“T have no @oubt that Mr. Martin’s death 
was ,due to a street car accident,”’ said Mr. 
John Ring, the well-known lard dealer, Sat- 
urday morning. ‘About the last of August 
Mr. Martin was on his way down to his 
office. He was on the Olive street car. At 
Tenth street he signaled the conductor to 
stop. The car stopped, but before Mr. Martin 
stepped off it started up again throwing Mr. 
Martin about ten feet on the granite. Mr. 
Rolla Wells, a stockholder in the line, was 
on the car at the time. He had Mr. Martin 
taken to his office and then home. 

“Tt was found that Mr. Martin’s knee 
was injured and his spine badly wrenched. 
He was very ill for some time. H's mind 


wandered at first, but he apparently re- 
gained the use of his faculties. His strength 
never came back. He was for a long time 
unable to stand, and when he finally be- 
came able to walk he was not permitted 
to leave the house without an attendant. 

‘‘He has been out only two or three times 
since the accident. About six weeks ago I 
visited Mr. Martin. I noticed even then 
that his once splendidly balanced mind was 
failing. His memory was apparently gone 
and he was almost unable to keep up the 
thread of an ordinary conversation. 

“Lately he grew worse rapidly. 
week he has been unconscious, 
death was only a question of time. 

‘“T have no doubt that the fall from the 
street car caused Mr. Martin's death. His 
physicians have expressed themselves to 
me of being of the same opinion. I under- 
stand that Mr. Maffitt discharged the con- 
ductor, who started the car too soon." 

Edward Martin came to St. Louis from 
Cincinnati twenty years ago. He opened a 
wholesale clothing house at the corner of 
Main and Locust street. A few years later 
he built the big business house on the north- 
east corner of Sixth and Washington ave- 
nue. Under the title Edward Martin, whole- 
gale c ng, he occupied this store for 
awhile, but finding it more profitable to 
rent ft out, he removed to 614 Locust street, 
where he remained until he retired from 
business in 1885."’

AN BASY PREY. 


CITY VICTIMIZED FOR YEARS BY 
THE IRON PIPE TRUST. 


GOVERNMENT TAKES ACTION. 


Authorities Had the Same Evidence, 
but Did Not Think It 
Sufficient. 


For several years the city officials have 
believed that the city was being mulcied 
of thousands of dollars by a combination 
of cast-iron pipe manufaciurers who pre- 
vented competitive bidding and held up the 
prices on the pipes, large quantities ot which 
are used by the Water Depariment.

When, therefore, the 
bids were opened by the St. Louls muni- 
cipal authorities, the Howard-Harrison 
Co.'s bid was the lowest, «he other mem- 
bers of the combination putting a higher 
bid ‘than $24 per ton, the City of St. Louis 
thus paying 838,000 more for their iron than 
they could have gotten it for under a legi- 
timate bidding arrangement.” 


The information which led to the suits 
being brought is supposed to have been giv- 
en by one J. Kk. Judson of Chattanooga, a 
man who formerly sustained confidential re-

An Intellectual Man Is Shown That a 
Carefully Calculated Bin Is 
No Good on Earth. 


Between the gas meter, the ice box and 
the coal bin, hundretis of St. Loulsans have 
trouble. If it isn’t the gas meter, it is the 
ice box, and if it isn’t the ice box it is the 
coal bin. And so they go on, from year to 
year, wearing owt their systems, trying to 
keep ahead of the dealers and make their 
cash balance. 

One of this class floated into Inepector 
Lyons’ office yesterday, with a tale -of 
woe as long as a hangman’s dream. He had 
been shamefully treated by a coal dealer, 
and he wanted satisfaction. That is the 
way of the world. There are only two 
classes of people. One is looking for sat- 
isfact'on. The other for trouble. 

This was a really intellectual man, with 
large, thoughtful eyes, and the fact that he 
had been defrayded, as he claimed, made 
him exceedingly sad. He explained to In- 
epector Lyons that, remembering his ex- 
perience of the year before, he had thought 
out a plan of circumventing the villainy of 
any dealer with whom he might choose to 
do business. For, it must be said, there are 
many people who consider every coal dealer 
worse than an aesassin. The intellectual 
man made a number of careful calculations 
and figured out just how many cubic feet 
of space 2,000 pounds of coal would oceupy. 
Then he hired a carpenter to make him a 
bin to hold 4,000 pounds, to be placed in the 
cellar. The next thing he did was to seek out 
a new dealer. Then he ordered two tons of 
coal and awaited the results. 

The next morning he went into the cellar 
and was horrified to find thed the bin lacked 
several inches of being full. He immediate- 
ly repaired to the office of the coa! company 
and emitted a mighty roar. But it did no 
good. The man in charge said he was willing 
to take an oath that the weight was cor- 
rect and that 4,000 pounds had been Gelivered. 

The intellectual man went his way, great- 
ly disgruntled. and moré firm than ever in 
the belief that all men are Hars. However, 
he decided to give the firm another trial, 
and yesterday morning he ordered two more 
tons of coal. He was on hand when it ar- 
rived, and watched the process of unload- 
ing. He demanded to see the bill. It was 
for 4,000 pounds of coal. It was safely stowed 
in the bin, but again the coal failed to reach 
the top. 

The intellectual man was angry and dis- 
concerted. He swore his measurements 
were correct. The driver swore the weight 
was correct, and there they were. It all 
ended by 
te the headquarters of Mr. Lyons, Inspect- 
or of Weights and Measures, in the City 
Hall, t8 file a complaint. 

“Is that the same kind of coal you used 
last year?’ asked Inspector Lyons. 

““No,”” said the intellectual man. ar 
changed dealers, and he didn’t keep the 
kind I generally use.”’ 

“That is probably where the trouble comes 
in,’ said Inspector Lyons. You see, hard- 
Ay any two kinds of coal weigh alike. Look 

ere.”’ 


Then the inspettor drew forth from his 
desk a scale card compiled and used by 
coal dealers in New York City giving the 
number of cubic feet occupied by all of the 
more prominent grades of Eastern coal in 
their various forms. 

For example, 2,000 pounds of broken Le- 
high coal will occupy only 83.30 cubic feet, 
while the same amount of broken Shamokin 
coal will take up 38.05 cubic feet, broken 
Lackawanna coal will occupy only 37.10 
cubic feet, so on throughout all the 
different grades and sizes of ceal. 

‘No such scale is used by St. Louis deal- 
ers,”’ said Mr. Lyons; “because everything 
here goes by weight, but it is safe to say 
that the same proportionate difference in 
weight exists in all Western coal, and there- 
fore a -bin of certain size cannot be taken 
a standard. A ton of one kind of coal 
might not fill it, while a ton of another 
kind might overfiow it. 

‘“‘Hundreds of people come into my office 
every month with the same kind of com- 
plaints. They want to know if they can't 
guard against fraud by making a bin that 
will hold exactly one or two or three tons 
of coal. I tell them no. 

‘The only thing they can do is to see the 
coal delivered and then, if they doubt the 
word of the driver, compel him to drive 
to the nearest scales and have it weighed 


afa iii. 

‘After coal is once placed in a bin or cel- 
lar, and thereby accepted, we have neither 
money nor authority to have it loaded up 
again and taken out and weighed for the 
satisfaction of the purchaser. The only 
thing he can do is to be on hand, and then, 
if the weight is found to be short, he can 
erg the company for intended fraud. 

is is frequently done. 

‘“‘We are required by law to inspect every 
pair of scales in the city twice a year,” 
said Mr. Lyons, “and this is done. In 
case of every complaint. that has been 
made tt has been found that the scales 
were correct. The driver deliberately falsi- 
fied the weight.”

RIVALLED THE

GOV. JOHNSON’S ACCOUNT OF THE 
YOUNG MURDER TRIAL. 


BATTLE OF LEGAL TALENT. 


Attempt to Convict Young, on Circum- 
stantial Evidence for Murdering. 
His Wife and Child Failed. 


— 


>. 

Gov. Charles P. Johnson has returned 
from Hilsboro, iL, where he was an attor- 
ney for the defense in the famous Robert 
W. Young murder case. 

The Governor is well pleased with the 
outcome of the case. After a two weeks’ 
legal battle his client was acquitted of the 
charge of murdering his wife and child 
and setting fire to the house in which their 
dead bodies lay. : 

Young. was a prosperous farmer living 
near Donaldson, Ill. On the night of July 3 
his house was burned. The bodies of his 


wife and 9-year-old daughter, Laura, were 
found in the ruins. They were almost unrec- 
ognizable. The child’s skull was crushed and 
two bullet holes were found near the wom- 
an's heart. It was known that Young and 
his wife had not lived happily together, and 
that she shad left him several times. A few 
days after the tragedy the State’s Attorney, 
Thomas M. Jett, laid the case before the 
Grand-jury, and a warrant for murder was 
issued against Young. 

The trial began on Nov. 9%, at Hillsboro, 
the county seat of Montgomery County. 
The legal talent of Central Illinois was em- 
ployed on both sides. The case for the State 
Was presented by Presecutin Attorney 
and Congressmah-elect Thomas M. Jett, ex- 
Congressman Lane and Judge Cooper. The 
attorneys for the defense Were G. L. Zink 
of Litchfield, J.M. Truitt of Hillsboro, Judge 
Miller and Charles P. Johnson of this city. 

Speaking of the trial Gov. Johnson said: 
“It was one of dhe greatest and most inter- 
esting cases I ever engaged in. Our client 
was charged with a most brutal crime, the 
murder of his wife and child. The case 
against him was based on purely circum- 
Stantial evidence. Judge Shirley was a most 
courteous presiding officer and his rulings 
were so clear that exceptions were seldom 
noted. 

“The gentlemen engaged in the case were 

of the highest legal caliber. The oratory at 
ee closing of the trial was really remark- 
able. 
“Kighty witnesses were examined and all 
through the proceedings there Were pathetic 
and sensational scenes. What appealed to 
me most was the testimony of Inez Young’s 
ll-year-old ‘daughter. She was put on for 
both the State and the defense. After her 
testimony she spent the days in court, sit- 
ting on her 's , w 

“The trial created intense interest through- 
out the county. People flocked into Hills- 
boro at 6 o'clock in the morning to get 
seats in court. They brought their dinners 
and never left their seats. The public inter- 
eSt Was as great eas in the famous Emma 
Bond assault case. 

“We won our case because, though the 
prosecution utilized every point in their 
fayor to the fullest extent, they could not 
create a practical belief in our client's 
guilt. We showed that Young’s wife was 
insanely jealous and without cause. Annie 
Price, the young servant whom she sus- 
pected, cleared herself nobly on the witness 
stand and stood unflinchingly a terrific 
cross-examination. We showed that Mrs. 
Young had stolen her husband’s revolver 
and had made threats of murder and suit 
cide a week before the tragedy. We proved 
that the room in which the woman and 
child had died was locked from the inside 
and the windows barred. We made it so 
plain to the jury that Mrs. Young had 
killed her child, set fire to the house and 
shot herself that they agreed in acquittal 
in less than three hours, although they had 
listened to the testimony of eighty wit- 
nesses. 

Bap em, had borne up bravely throughout 
the trial, but he was overcome with joy 
when the verdict was announced and wept 
hysterically.”’ 


AS TO MACEO’S DEATH. 


Passengers Arriving at New York 
From Havana Discredit the Story. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—Passengfiers by the 
Ward Line gteamer Seguranca, from Ha- 
vana, discredit the report of Maceo’s 


death. The sxedmer left Havana Dec. 7. 
The captain says that at least fifty soldiers 
in Maj. Cirujeda’s command knew Maceo 
well by sight and could not have mistaken 
his identity. In view of this and the failure 
of the Spaniards to convey the body into 
Havana, the repor? that Maceo was killed 
is seriously doubted. 

Just before the Se left Havana, it 
was said that Maceo’s army, with the Gen- 
eral at its head, had successfully passed the 
Spanish lines and had gone south, into Ha- 
vana Province. Officials of the cable com- 
pany reports that the land line between Ha- 
vana and Batabano was cut Thursday night, 
which weuld indicate that this steamer re- 
port is true,

KIRKWOOD ELECTRIC CLAIMANTS 

Another attempt is to be made on & 
new basis to settle the claims against the 
Kirkwood Eléctric Road, for injuries re- 
ceived in the terrible collision of last 
March.

Claims for injuries to the 
person, received through the careless- 
ness of the company, ought to be a first 
Hen on everything a railroad possesses. 
To make the claim for interest on a 
bond of more importance than the claim 
for damages for broken limbs is the 
grossest injustice.

PROTEST AGAINST POLLUTION. 

There has been a long” delay in the 
concerted action among the Illinois Val- 
ley cities to compel compliance with the 
terms of the Chicago Drainage Act. 

As the Act passed the Ilinois Assembly 
it Involves no serious menace to the pub- 
lic health. The Valley interests prevent- 
ed the passage of such a law as the Chi- 
cagoans wanted, and jmposed one instead 
greatly increasing the engineering dim- 
culties of the work and adding enor- 
mously to the cost of the undertaking. 
The amendments were not for the pur 
pose of increasing Chicago's embarrass- 
ments or of placing unnecessary obstacler 
in the way of her enterprise. But the 
very necessities of the case demanded 
euch radical revision of the original meas- 
ure that the one now a law bears no 
resemblance to it. 

Almost from the beginning of work or 
the canal,. however, the law has been 
systematically and persistently evaded 
or violated. Why the Valley cities have 
postpone” protest until this late day, it 
is dificult to understand. St. Louis has 
been urged to take action in the Federal 
Congress, but such action has been im- 
practicable for St. Louis so long as Tli- 
noils cities, more vitally interested and 
which participated im the passage of the 
jaw, have remained quiescent.

‘A decision on the proposed readjustment 
ef freight rates to New Orleans as com- 
pared with St. Louis is expected early next 
meek. Representatives of all the Western 
galiroads are expected to meet a Seicct 
committee of St. Louis shippers and con- 
gider the charge that St. Louis is being dis- 
criminated against in favor of New -Or- 
feans on shipments of grain from Western 


points. 


Secretary Leeds of tthe Merchants’ Ex- 
change Transportation Committee, has 
been engaged for several days visiting the 
fre ght representatives of the Western lines. 

Wednesday he said the results had been 


uniformly encouraging. 
“T have,” he said, “‘called on officials of 


nearly all the Western lifes and have been 


very well received everywhere, I have no 
doubt that the roads will send representa- 
tives to next weck’s meeting. 

“] have made it a point in every case to 
fequest that the road send to the meeting 
the man who actually has the power to de- 
termine the traffic policy of the road. With 
such representatives at the meeting, we will 
be able to accomplish something. 

“It has not yet been decided whether the 
meeting will en or executive. So far 
as the Merchants’ Exchange end of it is 
concerned, there is no objection to public- 
ity. Railroad officials, though, are some- 

t averse to discussing matters of poli- 
ey before a mixed gathering. It is my opin- 
fon that they will ask that the doors be 


closed. 

“IT shall go over the same figures as at the 
preliminary meeting, though of course not 
go fully. Everybody present will be well 
. posted on traffic conditions, 

“I do not think more than one session will 

necessary. I am inclined to think that 
when the railroad people realize that we 
mean business they will accede to our re- 


quest. 
“If St. Loule people would only realize 
that they are stronger than the railroads, 
y might accomplish a great deal for the 
city’s trade interests. No road entering 8t. 
, ules can be expected «o pay exclusive al- 
nce to St. Louis as long as presen 
conditions prevail. Geographically, St. 
Louis is very well situated, but other cir- 
cumstances conspire to make her an easy 
mark for freight rate discrimination. 

“The trouble dates back to the year im- 
mediately following the war. Missouri! was 
for a time in such a state of upheaval that 
there was no inducement for any road to 
build in St. Louis. Meanwhile the ratlroads 
were establishing ‘terminals in Chicago.

THEY CAN'T SRE 


TWENTY-NINE POLICEMEN WHO 
HAVE SEEN “THINGS HAPPEN.” 


THE JUDGE IN A TIGHT BOX. 


Had He Ruled Out Their Testimony 
the Penitentiary Would Not Be 
So Well Populated. 


David Murphy, the crazy Judge, refused 
to allow a police officer to testi- 
fy in his court Friday on the 
ground that the officer had not 
witnessed the offense for which he had 
made the arrest. When Attorney R. 8. 
McDonald objected, declaring that the of- 
ficer had been a witness to the actual oc- 
curfence, the magistrate mad@ the follow- 
ing remarkable reply: 

“That's impossible. He’s a policeman. 
There hasn't been a policeman in St. Louis 
for ten years that ever saw anything hap- 
pen,” 


In order to determine how near right or 
how far wrong the Judge might be in his 
estimate on the eyesight of the local con- 
ulary, a Post-Dispatch reporter asked 
@ number of them what they had seen in the 
bast ten years. When the crazy Judge sees 
their responses perhaps he will guess again. 
The responses are as follows, space being 
allotted to each policeman for but one 
thing which he saw, for otherwise there 
would be no end to it: 

Officer Platzer: “I arrested a 
named Taylor six years ag 
into the rear of 1825 Olive street. I watch 
him for fifteen minutes, while he wags trying 
to get In before I arrested him. te was 
sentenced to eight years in the penitentiary 
—his fourth term.”’ 

Officer Harein: “On the night of May 7, 
189%, I saw Sam Campbell hold up a .man 
on Hickory between Grattan and Dolman 
streets. I pursued and arrested him. He is 
now in the penitentiary serving a term for 
robbery in the first degree.”’ 

Officer John J. Noonan (No. 1): “On Nov. 
21, 1894, I found a man in the house of 
Charles A. Stockstrom, President of the 
Ringen Stove Co., at Wll Geyer avenue. 
Having seen the door open I entered and 
investigated. None of the family knew any- 
thing about it. I had to wake Mr. Stock- 
etrom. up. I forget the burglar’s name, but 
he got two years in the penitentiary. Judge 
Murphy himself bound him over to the 
per ys eg on my uncorroborated story.”’ 

Officer Keeley: “I saw a couple of thieves, 
named Burke and Miller, breaking into a 
store on Sixth street, between Walnut and 
Market streets. I arrested them on the 
spot and they were convicted.”’ 

Sergt. McNamee: “About eight years ago 
I saw ‘Sleepy’ Burke, the notorious thief, 
stab a man in Pool alley. I saw the flash 
of the knife as he struck at his opponent. 
He started to run and I after him. De- 
tective Tom Tracey, who was not then on 
the force, made a grab for Burke as he

DANIEL P. KANE LEFT HOME TO 
GO TO EAST ST. LOUIS. 


HIS FAMILY BECAME UNEASY. 


Artificial Limbmaker’s Son Searched 
for Him and Found Him Dy- 
ing in His Office. 


Daniel P. Kane, who made artificial 
limbs at 212 North Fourth street and lived 
at 3024 Cass avenue, was found dying in 
his office at 3:30 a. m. Saturday by his son 
Burt. 

Before a physician arrived he was dead. 
The body was removed to Smithers & 
Wagoner’s undertaking establishment, 
where Coroner Wait viewed it. He after- 
wards returned a verdict of death from 
heart disease. 

The finding of the dying man was due to 
the general uneasiness felt by quiet citizens

Mr. Kane had a business engagement with 
a night watchman in East St. Louis Fr.day 
evening. He went home at 5 o’clock and 
while at tea told his wife that he had 
Sharp pains in his head. A strong cup of 
tea seemed to relieve him, and he left home, 
saying he would be back by 9 o'clock. 

Mrs. Kane suggested that, as highway 
robberies were so frequent, their gon should 
accompany him, but the young man had an 
engagement to play the mandolin at an en- 
tertainment, and the idea was abandoned. 

The son got home at 10 oclock. His 
father had not come and he expressed sur- 
prise, as Mr, Kane was rarely out at night, 
Mrs. Kane and the young man decided to 
sit up till Mr. Kane arrived. By midnight 
they were seriously alarmed. 

The you man wanted to go in search of 
his father, but Mrs. Kane feared for him to 
leave the house, 

At 3 o’clock the suspense became so great 
that he insisted on going. He proceeded 
directly to the office, intending, if he found 
no trace of his father there, to go to Bast 
St. Louis. 

He found the goor of the office unlocked, 
and entering w his father lying on a 
sofa unconscious. He ran to the Planters’ 
Hotel and summoned a doctor. 
physician arrived Mr. Kane was dead. 

Whether he went to East St. Louis his 
family do not know. Neither is it known 
whether any one was in his office with him 
after 6 o’clock. At that hour one of his as- 
sistants «aw him seated at his desk with 
his head resting on his thand. The as- 
sistant said he thought nothing of the cir- 
cumstance, as that was a favorite position 
of Mr. Kane when he was meditating. 

The deceased was 54 years old, and had 
been in business in St. Louis for more than 
20 years. He leaves three children.
